Visitor from another world 


POOR MADELEINE Murray O’Hare probably still 
hasn’t gotten over the shock of Frank Borman who — 
while encircling the moon Christmas Eve 1968 — read 
“In the beginning God... saw that all was good.” 


This Christmas the crew of Apollo 17 has returned 
from the last of these missions. But in the four in- 
tervening years we have seen with justifiable pride 
that “first small step for man’ which was a “giant. 
leap for mankind.” 


Perhaps we thought of ourselves as the first beings 
to visit a foreign planet, but — in some sense — we 
might admit that we were almost 2,000 years too late 
for first place. 


HE WASN’T FROM another planet, he was from 
another world — another life.

THE DIOCESAN  De- 
partment of Education 
urges an “avalanche of 
messages” from parents to 
Gov. Ronald Reagan asking 
him to sign the school tax 
credit bill. 


Passed by the state 
legislature, the bill (AB 1724) 
would provide state income 
tax credits to parents of 
private school children — up 
to $125 for each child, 
depending on adjusted gross 
income. 


Gov. Reagan has until the 
end of the year to act on the 
bill. He could veto it — 
killing hopes for some parent 
financial relief — or he could 
take no action, when the bill 
would become 
automatically.

Two Communions - one day 


There are probably good reasons for Rome to 
withold general permission to receive Communion 
more than once a day (SC Dec. 14). Though for me it is 
a matter for regret. That there are, and have been, 
abuses, there is no doubt. But for those of us who at- 
tend the eucharistic celebration two or three times 


each Sunday it seems a pity we cannot fully par- ~ 


ticipate without special permission. 

I am sure there are many who, like me, attend one 
Mass as lector and another as choir member. Then, as 
one of the SC team, there is often a third Mass where 
perhaps the bishop is administering confirmation, or 
we are writing the story of a parish. To be able to join 
fully in the invitation from the altar to ‘‘take and eat”’ 
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with each of these communities of Christians is a real 
source of grace and joy. 


I can understand Rome has a local problem perhaps 
where Communion may still be given outside of Mass 
and where little old ladies (or men) go from altar to 
altar rather superstitiously receiving host after host. 
That was the kind of abuse which developed with a 
proliferation of Masses in central Europe about 500 
years ago, from which the stricter regulations sprang. 
But the once-a-day rule is already breached officially 
by midnight Mass and same-day second Mass and 
Communion dispensation, as well as Saturday morn- 
ing and evening Masses with Communion. 


A mother’s tragedy 


The mother of Father William Philbin was waiting 
for him at Chicago’s Midway airport. He was director 
of the national diaconate program. He was aboard the 
United Airlines plane that crashed near the airport on 
the Feast of the Immaculate Conception. 


His mother stayed long enough at the scene to 
determine his death, then drove herself to the house of 
another son to tell him the sad news. That son dropped 
dead of a heart attack at her feet as she told him. 

Let us remember her and others who suffer this 
Christmas. 


Etymological developments 


Each year produces new catch words which creep. 


into the jargon to clutter communication. Recent’ 
examples have been “‘clout’’ — a basic English word 
which literally means a blow. Politicians during the 
campaign were fond of talking about the “clout” 
packed by a certain group or person. 


Then there’s the person who says: “I react to that,” 
meaning, presumably, that they have some kind of 
response. But the latest came at a meeting of 
educators the other day and at least two of them said 
they ‘‘resonated” to something said. Is this the new 
jargon to take us through to 1973? Watch out for 
‘clanging brass and cymbals. Do they resonate? 


Check-up and check back 


A man with a 30-year-old science degree decided to 
return to school to requalify. When asked why, he 
replied that a degree that old did not mean much today 
and, like a driver’s license, should be renewed 
every so often. : 

Perhaps this should be applied to other disci- 
plines and professions.

In moments of depression we have often echoed the sen- 
timents of Qoheleth, ‘For all his toil under the sun, what does 
man gain by it?...What was will be again; what has been 
done will be done again; and there is nothing new under the 
sun.”’ (Ecclesiastes 1: 5,9) It is at such times that every good 
Israelite is expected to take the example of our father, 
Abraham, who, when things seemed hopeless, ‘‘put his faith 
in the Lord, who credited it to him as an act of 
righteousness.”’ (Genesis 15:6) 


This act of trust enables God to lead Abraham beyond the 
confines of his own experience to a bigger life. The Israelites 
were languishing in exile when God sent Isaiah to say, ‘‘Lo, I 
am about to create new heavens and a new earth...there shall 
be rejoicing and happiness in what I create... They shall not 
toil in vain.’’ (Isaiah 65: 17-18, 23) 


We see this same theme appear in prophecy when the 
Christians are suffering under Roman persecution: “Then I 
saw new heavens and a new earth... also saw a new 
Jerusalem, the holy city, coming down out of heaven from 
God...‘This is God’s dwelling among men...He shall wipe 
every tear from their eyes . . . for the former world has 
passed away.’.”’ (Revelation 21: 1-4). 


In the face of terrible trials St. Paul said, “‘I consider the 
sufferings of the present to be as nothing compared with the 
glory to be revealed in us.”’ (Romans 8:18) Paul could make 
so enthusiastically an affirmation because he knew of the 
mystery of Christ in whom all life was destined to be con- 
tinually renewed — renewed not only in the sense of being 
young again, but in the sense of being qualitatively better: 
“This means that if anyone is in Christ, he is a new creation. 
The old order has passed away; now all is new,” (2 Corin- 
thians 5:17), and again: ‘‘We do not lose heart, because our 

~inner being is renewed each day even though our body is 
being destroyed at the same time.” (2 Corinthians 4:16)

Watch, like the shepherds 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about : .. patience and vigilance and 
how often Christ spoke to his disciples 
of the need to ‘‘watch’” and be ‘‘on 
guard” while awaiting the day of the 
coming of the Son of Man. 


In this hasty and impatient 
generation, we become less and less 
prepared to wait, less and less willing 
to take the Christian perspective and 
exercise that constant personal 
vigilance it requires. 


Patience and circumspection are 
mature qualities by no means 
prevalent in the infantilism, the ‘‘in- 
stant gratification” syndrome, of the 
current American scene. But for the 
Christian it is the only way of life. 


TRUE , THERE is an urgency about 
the Christian message, and there can 
be no procrastination in our com- 
mitment, but there is also the need to 
take stock, to check and recheck. 


“Be constantly on the watch! Stay 
awake! You do not know when the 
appointed time will come... Look 
around you! You do not know when the 
master of the house is coming... do not 
let him come and catch you asleep. I 
say to all: Be on guard!” Jesus told his 
disciples 


When the apostles slept in the garden 
at Gethsemane, despite his plea for 
their watchfulness, he used the same 
words. “Asleep? Could you not stay 
awake for even an hour? Be on guard 
and pray you will not be put to the test. 
The spirit is willing but the flesh is 
weak.”’ 


BUT EVEN AFTER that warning, 
they did not watch, and his time of 
betrayal took them by surprise. It is 
very easy to betray Christ. It is very 
easy to let the guard fall and let self 
take over. 


We need to rest, to sleep. We need to 
be loved. We need to satisfy our 
desires, our wants. And in the pre- 
occupation with those needs, the 
vigilance is relaxed and we are no 
longer alert to the call of Christ within 
us.

FOR HIM THERE was no question of 
the need for watchfulness. We are not 
simply to believe, he said; but to 
watch; not simply to love, but to 
watch; not simply to obey but to watch.

To watch with 
Christ is to suffer with him, in the 
longing to be worthy, as we await. the 
encounter with his presence. 


IT IS NOT OUT of place to recall the 
Passion in these last days of Advent. 
We cannot celebrate Christmas in 
isolation. Beyond the creche the 
crucifix still hangs; the Eucharist 
draws us into the Resurrection and the 
promise of the second coming of Christ. | 


Endurance is as much a Christian 
virtue today as it was in the days of the 
catecombs. We watch and wait for 
birth, for death, for resurrection and 
fulfilment of the promise. The waiting 
is slow and long, but it cannot be 
passive. 


The watch must be faithful and 
always alert, but without anxiety. 
Christmas reminds again of the 
wonderful faithfulness of God’s love 
and concern for every man.

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Talking Point 


SERMONS, SONGS and pageants; millions of 
cards and yards of wrapping paper borrow 
Bible phrases quoted by Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge in concluding his poem, A Christmas 
Carol: 


“Peace, Peace on Earth! 
the Prince of Peace is born.” 


Is it mockery, this annual festival of peace 
-in a world of no peace? Cultural conditioning 
supported by commercialism? Fond memories 
of Santa Claus and stockings hung in the joy 
of childhood? 


OR HOPE? A HOPE of peace stretching over 
centuries; an annual reminder that the earth 
has a hope for peace. 


1972: the Prince of Peace is born again, into 
a world aching for peace. When, in nearly 2,000 


And the world of people and nations was not 
at peace when, according to the Gospel of 
Luke, the birth of the Christ child was 
announced to shepherds in the field and the 
heavens reverberated with a chorus: 


“Glory to God in the highest, 
and on earth peace among men 
with whom he is pleased” (RSV). 


THE ANGELIC CHOIR was hardly describ- 
ing the condition of Palestine or the Roman 
world. It was heralding a gift, God’s gift: peace, 
the. possibility of peace, the hope of peace. 
Individuals and nations seem all too inclined 
to leave the gift wrapped, or treat it as an 
antique ornament too fragile to be removed 
from the box and hung in the living room. 


Yet the Word, the announcement of the gift’s 
reality, is not lost. Lurking in history and 
hearts, the hope for peace refuses to be 
smothered in tissue, distracted by tinsel or 
tossed aside when the tree turns brown. 


LAWRENCE Ferlinghetti has written: 


“Christ climbed down 
from His bare tree 
this year 

and ran away...” 


From what? Away from breakable stars, 
electric lights, “televised Wise Men,” fake 
white beards and “jinglebell heaven,” says the 
poet. 


To where? To the night “of everybody’s 
anonymous soul” to await the “unimaginable 
“ ... impossibility . .. of second comings.” 


AS THEOLOGIANS and poets, both ancient 
and modern, remind a not too attentive world, 
the unlikely nature of God’s gift of peace is pre- 
cisely what makes it remarkable.

Early Christian history lends a degree of sup- 
port to those who despair of modern Christ 
mas. As is generally conceded, the exact time 
of the birth of Jesus is not known. A strong 
tradition placed the event on the 25th of the 
month. But which month? 


FOR AT LEAST three centuries. the Chure 
designated various days of the year as “Chris 
mas,” yet “in most places there was no sp 
cial feast of the Nativity,” according to Fathe 
Francis X. Weiser, SJ, in The Christmas Book 


It was not until the reign of the Roma 
Emperor Constantine that the Western Church 
centered in Rome, declared Dec. 25 as the feas 
of the Nativity. Father Weiser notes that th : 
Church did not “rule that we know the precise 
date of Christ’s birth, but merely assigned a 
certain day in order to unify the celebration 
of a religious feast of such importance.” 


A part of the reason Dec. 25 was chosen by 
the Church was a desire to “replace the 
popular pagan celebration of the winter sol- 
stice by the festivities of a truly Christian 
holiday,” says Father Weiser. 


THE LATE DECEMBER Roman celebration 
was the “Birthday of the Unconquered Sun,” 
holy in the cult of Mithras, and marked by great 
public festivities and feasts honoring the sun 
god. Holidays marking the winter solstice, or 
Yule, were common among ancient people in 


the Northern Hemisphere, the solstice being 
the time the sun was furthest south of the 
equator in the earth’s revolutions. 


The Church tried hard to root out the ves- 
tiges of the Yule festival that remained in the. 
“Mass of Christ,” which is what Christmas 
means. That it was not totally successful is 
readily apparent. In common practice, Yule 
and Christmas came to be combined, and it is 
easy for criticsof the modern observance to 
contend that“ Yule conquered Christmas 


| _ instead of Christmas transforming the Yule. 


The various “put Christ back in Christmas” 
ampaigns over the past few decades in the 
.S. have particularly called into question the 
enormous attention to gifts. 


VHILE THE GIVING of gifts at Christmas 
rtainly bears relation to God’s gift and to the 
présentations made to the Christ child by the 
Magi, the exchan presents near the time 

as a “pagan” origin.

After Christmas was set on Dec. 25, the gift- 
ving teok on more Christian meanings, 
though all‘predominantly Christian cultures 
de not-put their gift time on the same day in 
the,Christmas season. 


The Christmas Eve visit of Santa Claus in the 
U.S., as Fathér, Weiser explains, is a combina-. 
tion of\two European customs: small gifts left 
in the name of St.‘Nicholas in stockings on the 
night before ‘Dec. 6the festival of that saint, 
and presents children believed Jesus left 
under Christmas trees on Christmas Eve. 


DESPITE THE religious significance which 
giving and receiving gifts can have, questions 
can be raised about the Christian relevance of 
the practice as it has developed in the U. S. 


Are there links between the frazzled nerves, 
obligatory packages and debts incurred in 
December and “glory to God in the highest, and | 
on earth peace .. .?” Is there time and energy 
to deal with hope for peace? 


Usually, somehow hope edges through, for 
some people, making Christmas worth keeping. 
After all, the gift of God is like Francis Thom- 
pson’s relentless ‘hound of heaven.” The hope 
for peace is not dependent on human 
initiative; the heavenly host of Luke did not 
appear on cue from a society seeking God’s 
incarnate love. 


GOD, THE NEW Testament declares, called 
the first Christmas celebration because of his 
own favor. The absence of a date in the Bible 
is itself significant, for it does not limit or 
restrict nativity. Christmas in July or October? 
Why not. 


Yet the Church was not misled in wanting 
a special, common occasion to celebrate the 
birth of Jesus, to join all believers in a carol 
of joy and hope for peace. 


Even in the commercial, exhausting modern 
version of Christmas, the repetitious Yule cus- 
toms and sentimental memories never quite 
escape the haunting song of the angels. As 
Oliver G. Powell says in a Christmas prayer: 


“HALLELUJAH, GOD! You’ve had your say 
again. Christ is born. There is a light no dark- 
ness can put out. There is a faith no doubts 
can destroy. You’ve given us hope again.”

MARY McLeod of 
Sacred Heart parish, Ocean 
Beach, has been making and 
canning port wine jelly for 30 
years, hoping that some day 
a jar would have the Pope’s 
name on it. 


Her long-time dream has 
now come true. 


It happened while on a 
pilgrimage to Rome which 
was “one beautiful miracle 
after another’? for the 74- 
year-old widow who had 
never been outside this 
country or ona plane before. 


MRS. MCLEOD had told 
her pastor, Msgr. Kenneth 
Stack, of her wish to give a 
jar of jelly to the Pope. The 
understanding pastor said 
he would try to arrange it. 


Soshe carefully wrapped a 
15-ounce jar in purple 


cellophane, adorned it with a— 


rosary and packed it for her 


trip. She was among 175 
priests, sisters and 
parishioners from _ this 
diocese on a pilgrimage to 
Italy in November.

these private school children 
then enroll in public schools 
— space permitting — in- 
creasing costs to the state. 


Noting that it takes $900 a 
year to educate a_ public 
school student, McCarthy 
emphasized that the 
“average cost of the tax 
credit provided by AB 1724 
will be a small ‘fraction of 
that $900 to induce parents to 
keep their children in private 
schools.”’ 


The bill provides that 
parents with incomes of 
less than $15,000 can deduct 
from state income tax due 
$125 for each child in non- 
public school. The tax credit 
decreases as income in- 
creases up to $19,000 when 
there is no tax credit. 


IF A PARENT pays less in 
income tax than for private 
school tuition, there will be 
no state refund. In other 
words, the reduction for any 
family is limited to the total 
tax obligation. 


On the national front, 
Citizens Relief for Education 
by Income Tax (CREDIT) is 
working for a similar federal 
bill. It holds a_ regional 
meeting in San Francisco, 
Feb. 5-6, and others around 
the country to gain support 
for a congressional bill.

VATICAN CITY — Pope 
Paul said here that the 
women’s liberation 
movement ‘‘is in itself 
justified,’ but held that 


some of its backers 
sometimes espouse

The pontiff mentioned the 
liberation movement in an 
unusually to-the-point and 
hard-hitting new con- 
demnation of the growing 
practice of abortion 
-throughout he world. 


He told the world that a 
fetus has spectic rights from 
the very instant of its con- 
ception and argued that any 
opinion contrary to that is 
against all morality and laws 
of God and nature. 

ADDRESSING a group of 
Italian jurists at a private 


-audience, he said that the 


sf 


very idea of abortion “‘is 
repugnant not only to 
Catholic morality, but even 
to universal human ethics.”’ 
The 75-year-old pontiff said 
a fetus-from its conception is 
granted juridical rights 
which are the same as those 
of any. individual person. 
“Now the first and most 
fundamental of the rights of 


)) man is the right to life,” the 


Pope stressed, ‘‘and there 
also is the right of man to the 
protection of that life.” 


POPE PAUL maintained 
that it is sinful for any 
person, group of persons or 
government to take away 
that right from an unborn 
child through an intentional 
abortion. ' 


He repeatedly emphasized 
that the Church teaches that 
no woman has what some 
present-day backers of 


’ legalized abortion describe 


as ‘‘the right of deter- 
mination over their own 
bodies.”

Pope cites 
need for 


Church law 


VATICAN CITY — Ina 
strong defense of Church 
law, Pope Paul declared 
here that the Catholic Church 
is not ‘‘solely charismatic”’ 
and that the Church needs 
legislative power which is 
closely related to its pastoral 
mission. 

Calling the law of the 
Church  ‘‘insuppressible,”’ 
the pontiff told a group of 
canon law experts that legal 
questions in the Church are 
often the cause of differences 
and disagreements among 
Church members. 

And, he said, ‘‘there are 
those who would like the 
Church to be free from canon 
law, those who disclaim this 
law and consider it harm- 
ful. 

“THESE ARE = errors 
deriving from false opinions 
which some people spread 
about the Church, as though 
the Church were solely 
charismatic and therefore not 
bound by the law,”’ the Pope 
observed. 

Affirming that with 
respect to the ‘‘visibile 
society’’ the Church is 
required to promulgate laws 
which the faithful are bound 
in conscience to observe, the 
Pope said respect for laws 
issued by the Church 
throughout the centuries ‘‘is 
based on the conviction that 
canon law is inseparable 
from the mission entrusted 
to the Church by Christ.”

The year in religion 
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Pope, politics, Pentecostalism highlight 1972 


A SURGE OF spirituality and concern for 
public poli¢y dominated American religion in 
1972. 

The religious communities and culture in 
general experienced what many saw as steps 
in a new spiritual revival. There were in- 
tensified evangelistic thrusts and growth in 
the charismatic or neo-Pentecostal 
movement. 

At the same time, religious commitment 
and priorities were brought into the 
Presidential election in an unprecedented 
way. 

THE GROWING strength of the 
charismatic movement was seen when nearly 
12,000 people attended the Sixth International 
Conference on the Charismatic Renewal in 
the Catholic Church, held at Notre Dame. 


The year also saw a strong emphasis on 


_ evangelism. The first Sunday of December, 


the beginning of Advent, opened the 
preparatory period for Key 73, a nationwide 
evangelistic effort to run through 1973. Over 
130 denominational bodies and other religious 
groups, including a number of Catholic 
dioceses, are participating. 


ALLING OUR CONTINENT TO CHRIS = 


In the 1972 election, President Nixon 
became the first Republican Presidential 
candidate to win a majority of Catholic votes. 
He pleased Catholics by sending a letter to 
Cardinal Terence Cooke commending his 
efforts to get New York’s liberal abortion law 
repealed. 


WHEN THE Presidential Commission on 
Population Growth and the American Future, 
headed by Gov. Nelson Rockefeller’s brother, 
John D. III, issued a report favoring abortion, 
President Nixon joined Catholic officials in 
expressing opposition. 

And Catholics held a Respect for Life Week 
in October to emphasize their concern over 
abortion, along with problems of the elderly, 
youth, the family, poverty and peace. Mr. 
Nixon’s long-standing support for parochial 
school aid also helped him gain Catholic 
support. : 

With less success, Sen. McGovern appealed 
to Catholics by stating that he too favored aid 
to parochial schools, and that he would not 
sponsor abortion legislation as President but 
leave it to the states. He chose a Catholic, Sen. 
Tom Eagleton of Missouri, as a running mate, 
and when Eagleton was replaced, picked 
another Catholic, Sargent Shriver. 

IN JANUARY, 650 Protestant, Orthodox, 
Catholic and Jewish participants in an NCC- 
initiated Ecumenical Witness in Kansas City 
declared that the Nixon Administration’s 
Vietnamization policy was immoral. A panel 
established at the gathering later issued a 
report accusing the U.S. of violating 


Nuremberg principles. 


In July, Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, WCC 
general secretary, accused the U.S. of 
deliberately bombing dikes in North Vietnam 
and said President Nixon was refusing to see 


churchmen who wanted to express their . 


concerns about the war. Father John 
McLaughlin, SJ, a White House staff mem- 


ber, accused Dr. Blake of “uncritical 
opinionating.”’ 
Two of the most prominent anti-war 


churchmen, the Berrigan brothers, were in 
the news -throughout the year. In_ the 


Harrisburg (Pa.) Conspiracy Trial, Father 


Philip Berrigan, SSJ, and six others were 
tried on charges of conspiring to kidnap 
Henry Kissinger and commit other illegal 
acts of protest. 


THE JURY COULD not agree on a verdict 
for the conspiracy charge, but convicted 
Father Berrigan and Sister Elizabeth 
McAllister on second charges of smuggling 
letters in and out of the prison where Father 
Berrigan was serving sentences for earlier 
anti-war acts. 


Father Daniel Berrigan, SJ, was paroled in 
February from the sentence he was serving 
for destroying draft records in Catonsville, 
Md., in 1968. And in November, parole was 
announced for Father Philip Berrigan, to be 
effective Dec. 20. 


And the first official dismissed by Mr. 
Nixon after his reelection was Father 
Theodore Hesburgh, chairman of the U.S. 
Civil Rights Commission, who, like many 
other religious leaders and groups during the 
year, had spoken out against the President’s 
views on busing. 


BACKERS OF the President praised him 
particularly for his support of Israel, whose 
security continued to be a matter of acute 
concern to Jews in a year that saw Japanese 
terrorists sympathetic to the Arab cause 
massacre 26 people, including: 14 Puerto 
Rican Christian pilgrims, at the airport in 
Tel Aviv, and Arabs kill 11 Israeli athletes 
at the Munich Olympics. 


Among the clergymen who waged suc- 
cessful campaigns of their own was Father 
Robert Drinan, SJ, a Democrat, as a Rep- 
resentative from Massachusetts. 


An important event in the Orthodox world 
was the death of its spiritual leader, 
Ecumenical Patriarch Athenagoras I who 
brought Orthodoxy into the World Council of 
Churches and reestablished relations with 
Rome. 


WOMEN AND ethnic minorities continued 
to break barriers in the religious world during 
1972. Disappointment was expressed by 
women when Pope Paul opened certain 
former minor clerical orders to the laity but 
specified that women were excluded. 


Spanish-speaking Americans received 
greater attention in church circles in 1972 than 
they had previously. And increased emphasis 
was placed on the needs and potential con- 
tribution of American Indians. 


Churchmen assessing Vatican II ten years 
after its opening found ecumenical advance 
among its most significant contributions, 
though they called for further strides. The 
changed climate was demonstrated when 
Archbishop Michael Ramsey of Canterbury 
became the first Anglican primate to preach 
at St. Patrick’s Cathedral in New York. 


ANNOUNCEMENT at the end of 1971 that a 
Catholic-Anglican committee had reached 
substantial agreement on the doctrine of the 
Eucharist helped ecumenists begin the new 
year with strengthened hopes. On a visit to 
England, Cardinal Jan Willebrands stayed at 
Archbishop Ramsey’s London residence, 
Lambeth Palace, and became the first 
Catholic since the Reformation to say Mass 
there. 


A joint committee of the NCC and the 
Catholic Church issued a report favorable to 
Catholic membership in the NCC, and a 
report favoring Catholic membership in the 
British Council of Churches was issued in 
England. Council leaders in the U.S. ex- 
pressed hope that a restructure plan ap- 
proved by the General Assembly would make 
the NCC a more effective organization and 
make a Catholic application for membership 
more likely. 

It was disclosed, as the year closed, that in 
1938 Pope Pius XI commissioned an 
American Jesuit, Father John Lak arge, to 


draft an encyclical condemning anti- 
Semitism. The Pope died in early 1939 and the 
document, though completed, was never 
published. (Story page 17) 


IN NORTHERN Ireland, Protestants and 
Catholics battled on despite efforts of many 
churchmen, including Billy Graham and 


other visitors from the U.S., to work for peace. 


Ina move that it hoped would allay the fears 
of Ulster Protestants and prepare the ground 
for eventual union, the Republic of Ireland 
eliminated its constitutional provision that 
gave special status to the Catholic Church. 


Some black-ruled areas of Africa saw 
troubled church-state relations also. In Zaire 
the Africanization program of President 
Mobutu, which included a requirement that 
Christian baptismal names be replaced with 


African names, brought him into conflict with 
Catholic Archbishop Albert Malula. The 
Vatican approved use of African names, and 
the cardinal then agreed to accept that and 
other parts of the president’s program. 


In Europe acceptance of political changes 
resulting from World War II was evidenced. 
with formal recognition of the new German- 
Polish boundary — first by government 
treaty and then by Pope Paul’s appointment 
of Polish bishops for the former German 
territories. 


THE WILLINGNESS of the Communist 
government of Poland to accept religion as a 
continuing influence was shown by the official 
welcome given Cardinal Krol, who is of Polish 
ancestry, when he visited the country. 


Supported by the Vatican, Spanish bishops 
became more critical of the Franco regime, 
and were warned in turn that the government 
would not allow interference. The Ukrainian 
Rite of the Catholic Church continued its 
efforts to gain autonomy while remaining in 
communion with Rome. 

In the world of entertainment, the NCC, 
U.S. Catholic Conference and Synagogue 
Council of America for the first time gave 
Interreligious Film Awards to Fiddler on the 
Roof, One Day in the Life of Ivan Denisovich 
and Garden of the Finzi-Continis. 

LOVERS OF ART were shocked when an 
apparently berserk man with a hammer 
attacked Michelangelo’s Pieta at the Vatican. 
Experts found, however, they could repair it 
so that the damage would be virtually un- 
noticeable. 


Perennial issues that made the news from 
time to time during thesyear included tax 
exemption for religious“erganizations and 
church property, freedom and authority in 
the church and problems of recruiting and 
holding clergy, the latter leading to increased 
use of the permanent: diaconate in the 
Catholic Church. Christian education was the 
subject of a pastoral letter of U.S. Catholic 
bishops, their first pastoral since 1968. 


Pope Paul sounded several warnings 
against radicalism in the Church and there 
was renewed debate over the military 
chaplaincy. 

A PROGRAM in the Baton Rouge diocese 
that would have allowed divorced Catholics to 
return to the sacraments if they thought they 
could do so in ‘‘good conscience’”’ received 
wide publicity, and then was suspended by the 
Vatican.

Jesuit reveals unknown 1939 draft 
of encyclical on Nazi anti-Semitism 


ROME — An American 
Jesuit here has stated that 
Pope Pius XI, at the time of 
his death in early 1939, had in 
his possssion a draft en- 
cyclical that contained a 
“scorching indictment of 
anti-Semitism’? and a 
“blistering attack’’ 
Hitler’s Nazi Germany. 


Father Walter Abbott, SJ, 
also confirmed that key 
elements of the draft, 
especially those on racism 
had been drawn up at the 
specific request of the pontiff 
by Father John LaFarge, SJ, 
then an associate editor at 
America, the Jesuit weekly 
in New York, and a specialist 
in the field of interracial 
justice.

Catholic Reporter, lay- 
edited weekly in Kansas 
City, Mo. It was com- 
missioned by Pope Pius XI 
and called ‘‘Humani Generis 
Unitas’’ (The Unity of the 
Human Race). 

FATHER Abbott, who 
heads the Vatican’s Office 
for the Common Bible, said 
he came _  across_ the 
document in 1963 while 
researching Father 
LaFarge’s papers for a 
biography he was asked to do 
on the famous American 
Jesuit who died in 1963. 


He also confirmed that the 
unpublished encyclical also 
found its way into the hands 
of Pope Pius XII who 
“quoted from it a bit in his 
first encyclical in October, 
1939 and during and after the 
war (World War II) in his 
now famous Christmas 
messages which were like 
little encyclicals.”’ 


However, ‘ the biblical 
scholar noted, the hard- 
hitting document was never 
published in its entirety and 
the strongest of its passages 
against discrimination and 
injustice were not quoted by 
Pope Pius XII. 


OBSERVING that by the 
time Pope Pius XI received 
the draft he was “gravely 


ill,’ — he died in February, . 


1939 — Father Abbott con- 
firmed the NCR disclosure 
that it was not known 
whether the Pope actually 
read the 100-page draft 
before his death. 


Father Abbott said the 
Jesuit general at that time, 
Father: ovla diomivr 
Ledochowski, ‘‘had taken it 
upon himself to have the 
original LaFarge version 
toned down by a_ Jesuit. 
scholar stationed in Rome. 


“The scholar died. shortly 
after receiving the document 
with orders to make certain 
changes. . Father 
Ledochowski since has died 
too.”” 


FATHER LaFarge, ex- 
plained Father Abbott, wrote 
to Pius XI in January 1939, 
asking him what had become 
of the draft and informing 
him that he had turned it 
over to the Jesuit General 
some time earlier. 


“The Pope asked Father 
Ledochowski for the 
document and was given it in 
its original form with a letter 
attached,’’ said Father 
Abbott, ‘‘and there is a 
letter in the files from a very 
high official at ‘the 
Secretariat of State con- 


firming that the text was 
given to the Pope.” 


Father Abbott would not 
comment about what, if any, 
effect such a document 
might have made on Hitler’s 
dealings with the Jews of 
Europe during World War II. 


HE DID AGREE that its 
publication would have 
averted much of the 
criticism that the Vatican 
and Pius XII remained silent 
about the Nazi persecution 
and slaughter of Jews before 
and during the war. 


“Father LaFarge said 
when he was asked by the 
Pope to write the encyclical, 
‘it was like the whole rock of 
Peter was falling on top of 
me,’’’ Father Abbott 
recalled from the LaFarge 
papers. 


‘When he went into the 
papal chambers,” the Jesuit 
said, ‘‘Father LaFarge saw 
a copy of his book on in- 
terracial justice on the 
Pope’s desk. 


“THE POPE said te 
Father LaFarge, ‘I want you 
to write what you think a 
Pope should say about this 
subject. But it must be kept 
secret.’”’ 


Father Abbott said there is 
ample evidence in the 
LaF arge papers to show that 
Pius XI- had a very good idea 
of what he wanted’ to say in 
the encyclical. 


In fact, he noted,- shortly 
after the meeting with 
Father LaFarge, Pius XI, 
in a general audience, re- 
ferred to his planned en- 
cyclical in speaking of a 
“not-yet-published document 
of ours.” 


FATHER Abbott said the 
LaFarge document con- 
tained 178 numbered sec- 
tions and ‘‘in it the racism of 
the Nazi government was 
totally condemned in no 
uncertain terms and_ the 
whole middle of _ the 
document was an attack on 
the National Socialist (Nazi) 
system of Germany with a 
great deal of mention of anti- 
Semitism...”’ 

One paragraph in the draft 
on anti-Semitism said: “Thus 
we find that anti-Semitism 
becomes an excuse for at- 
tacking the sacred person of 
the Savior himself, who 
assumed human flesh as the 
son of a Jewish maiden; it 
becomes a war against 
Christianity, its teachings, 
practice and _ institutions.”
